These men, I^ord Dawson of Penn 
and Hlr .Stanley Hewett, respectively, 
announced in their lust bulletin that 
the sovereign had contracted a slight 
congestion in one lung and had some 
fever. 
A third physician had been called 
Into conference about midnight. 
There was no special alarm in the 
royal household Itself. 
The Duke of 
York left last night to rejoin the 
Duchess of York and Princess Elisa­ 
beth dined with Queen Mary in the 
palace and left for Southampton to 
sail for South Africa. 
And in that same Africa toward 
which they sped was a young man, 
beloved of the empire's subjects — 
th** Prince of Wales, who would be­

T h e ' prince has been hunting in 
the dark continent.

said he arrived at Dodoma Center, a 
white settlement in the Tanga-Nyi- 
kan highlands.

HK I HUK BTA MIS KAKU TEST 


So m e idea of the strength of bridges being built by the Min­ 
nesota Highway department and other states is furnished by re­ 
cent tests of a reinforced concrete arch bridge in North Carolina, 
says a Minnesota Highway bulletin. 
The same methods of cal­ 
culation and practically the same requirements of strength are 
used by bridge engineers throughout the states. 
Ample margin 
is allowed to assure bridges stronger than the maximum loads they 
may carry, but until recently there has been no actual load test to 
determine haw much such a bridge would carry. 
The building of a dam in North Carolina made it necessary 
to remove a state highway bridge, a quarter of a mile long w ith 
seventeen spans, three of which were 146 feet long. 
Engineers 
of the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads seized the opportunity to 
make a test of the strength of the bridge. 
Two tanks, each as large as a small two story houser were 
placed on one of the spans and water pumped in until the total 
weight reached 160 tons. 
At this point cracks began to develop 
but the bridge did not collapse. The test was repeated on other 
spans with the same result. 
The bridge was of a type similar to concrete arch bridges 
built in Minnesota and other states, and strengthens tho convic­ 
tion that such bridges have ample reserve strength to carry any 
burden they may ever l>e called on to carry and that it will never 
be necessary to restrict loads as must Ik* done on many of the older 
bridges taken into the state highway system. 
This belief is confirmed by experience, for no bridge built by 
the State Highway department has ever given away either under 
loads or in floods. Besides insuring safety to the traveling public, 
Commissioner C. M. Babcock believes it is the cheapest in the long 
run to build w ith an eye to the future and make all structures per­ 
manent and adequate to the traffic.

BRIDGE STANDS HARD TEST 


S o m e idea of the strength of bridges being built by the Min­ 
nesota Highway department and other states is furnished by re­ 
cent tests of a reinforced concrete arch bridge in North Carolina, 
says a Minnesota Highway bulletin. 
The same methods of cal 
ciliation and practically the same requirements of strength are 
used by bridge engineers throughout the states. 
Ample margin 
is allowed to assure bridges stronger than the maximum loads they 
may carry, but until recently there has been no actual load test to 
determine how much such a bridge would carry. 
The building of a dam in North Carolina made it necessary 
to remove a state highway bridge, & quarter of a mile long with 
seventeen spans, three of which were 146 feet long. 
Engineers 
of the U . S. Bureau of Public Roads seized the opportunity to 
make a test of the strength of the bridge. 
Two tanks, each as large as a small two story houser were 
placed on one of the spans and water pumped in until the total 
weight reached 160 tons. 
At this point cracks began to develop 
but the bridge did not collapse. 
The test was repeated on other 
spans with the same result. 
The bridge was of a type similar to concrete arch bridges 
built in Minnesota and other states, and strengthens the convic­ 
tion that such bridges have ample reserve strength to carry any 
burden they may ever be called on to carry and that it will never 
be necessary to restrict loads as must be done on many of the older 
bridges taken into the state highway system. 
This belief is confirmed by experience, for no bridge built by 
the State Highway department has ever given away either under 
loads or in floods. 
Besides insuring safety to the traveling public, 
Commissioner C. M. Babcock believes it is the cheapest in the long 
run to build with an eye to the future and make all structures per­ 
manent and adequate to the traffic.
